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Satellite Effects Told 
In Fletcher's Address 


“Sputnik is one of the best things that could have happened 

to America because of its effect on the Russian people.” 
This statement was made in a College Hour address last 
Friday by Leonard J. Fletcher, former faculty member of the 
University of California, and retired vice-president of the Cat- 


terpillar Tractor Corporation. 
He spent 1929 and 1934 in 
Russia for the firm, as an 
American engineer. 

“This satellite achievement will 
raise the self esteem of the Rus- 
sian people and there will be less 
envy and animosity toward the 
USA,” he said. Throughout, the 
speaker emphasized that he re- 
ferred to the Russian “people” as 
opposed to the “Kremlin gang.” 


“Whenever a nation feels that it 
is looked on as second-rate, the re- 
lationships with others can never 
be entirely satisfactory,” he said. 

The speaker told of conditions 
under Kerensky and Lenin, ex- 
plaining the changes which came 
under the first five-year plan. “That 
plan was the‘cleverest psychologi- 
cal move in history,” he said. “It 
turned the attention of the people 
from their misery to their national 
pride.”

Ginsberg ‘Howl’ Gives 
Mere Beep As Poetry

“HOWL and other poems” by plications, 


Allen Ginsberg; The Pocket Poets 
Series; 75 cents. 

This little volume was recently 
cleared of obscenity charges in a 
San Francisco court and is now 
sold in a perfectly legal manner 
although the better four-letter 
words have been yanked. Even 
though we are strongly against 
censorship and banning of literary 
works, American literature prob- 
ably wouldn’t have missed this gem 
in the field of self-conscious poetry 
at all. 

William Carlos Williams, the oc- 
casionally brilliant author of such 
works as ‘Paterson,’ gives us a 
hint of what we are to expect from 
Ginsberg in a rather patronizing 
introduction. He tries to explain 
away the fact that Ginsberg is a 
homosexual by lauding the poet’s 
treatment of the “hell he’s gone 
through.” The fact remains, how- 
ever, that the poem “HOWL” is a 
bit off base and slightly lavender. 

“HOWL” is the United States 
as Whitman might have seen it 
through an inverted whiskey bot- 
tle. Here is an up-dated “Leaves of 
Grass,” complete with narcotics, 
booze, prosties, and the already 
mentioned lavender trend. The pic- 
ture is not a new one, however, 
and is beginning to bore. 

As for sex, it is there, but is 
nothing new either. Ginsberg’s 
pornography is not in the least 
pornographic, nor interesting. The 
free verse poem is a sort of “Waste 
Land” without the intellectual im- 


but all the waste 
“HOWL” is simply too avant 
garde, and self-consciously so. 

In the final evaluation, “HOWL” 
is shouting, yelling stamping poe- 
try that bears resemblance to much 
of what Patchen, Williams, Eliot, 
and Whitman have said in the past. 

The volume is characteristic of 
the late trends in modern verse, 
plainly showing its barren state. 

Of the other poems in the book, 
“In Back of the Real” is the easiest 
to take.
